Funds  to  finance  the  trip  were  raised 
by  a  Choir  concert  and  numerous  donations. 

The  trip  to  the  Capitol  was  not  all 
work.  Members  of  the  Choir  toured  Wash' 
ington,  talked  with  Missouri  Congressmen, 
and  met  celebrity  Art  Linkletter.
